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SETBACK FOR MR. LEWIS 

The country saw a strange alght last week. 
John L. Lewla backed away Irom ttn estab- 
lished position of his own accord, without 
court order, threat of government action, or 
any other dramatic outside pressure. And 
slranee.n of all was the sllffhtly bnlky be- 
havlor of his United Mine Workers. 

Usually Mr. Lewls'a slightest request gels 
unquestioning obedience from the miners. 
But lost week thousands of them Ignored hla 
order to stay out of all but two of the coun' 
try's soft coal mines, allegedly for reasons 
of their own. 

This was one apparent reason for Mr. 
Lewis's withdrawal of the order. The other 
was raderal Judge T. Alan Ooldsborough's 
refusal to refund $2,800,000 of the 53,500,000 
line which he Imposed on the UNW for 
contempt. The Judge questioned the mine 
union president's good faith In Usulng the 
stay-away order, and expressed doubt that 
safety was his first concern. 

The dollar sign loomed large In the mln^ 
era' decision to go back to work. Some re- 
turned to minea which apparently had failed 
to paaa Inspection on technlcalltJea which 
Involved no great hazard. Others went back 
to pits where real danger undoubtcdlr 
exists. 

It is sad thing that miners must often risk 
their lives needlessly in order to provide a 
living for their families. It la no less sad be- 
cause they have been doing It for years. The 
hazards of their work are a challenge to the 
operators, stale mine Inspectors, the federal 
bureau of mines, and to the law which per- 
mits dangerous conditions to go uncorrected. 

Mr. Lewis could help greatly In lessening 
these hazards. But he has conslstenly over- 
played his hand, as he did last week. For all 
his shrewdness as a tactician, his self- 
seeking methods and dictatorial manner 
haVe become increasingly apparent. He has 
brought things to a pass where most of the 
country now looks with suspicion on his aC' 
tlvltles In the worthiest of causes. 



CRIME AND PUNISHMBNT 

These two Itema out of Now York seem to us 
to be of more than local Interest. Johnny 
Torlo. one of Chicago'* most Infamous pro- 
hibition gangsters, now lives In New York. 
Six months ago he got a threatening letter 
dcmondlns )ID,DOO. He asked the FBI for 
help. The other day. after a half year's work, 
G-men caught the alleged persecutors of this 
upright citizen. One was an Ifl-year-old drug- 
store clerk. 

Nearly six months ago Joseph Scottorlgglo 
was brutally beaten on a New York street on 
election morning and died four days later. 
He had been an active campaigner for Rep. 
Vlto Marcantonlo's political opponent. Police 
arrested a few mat«rlal witnesses. Including 
a couple of ex-gangaters, and later released 
them. Nobody called In the FBI. The inves- 
tigation fs apparently at a standatlU. And a 
merciless, obviously political murder remains 
unsolved. 



THE SEARCH FOR DEFINITIONS 
The U.N. atomic energy commission has 
discovered, after 10 months, that It doesn't 
Icnow what It's talking about. So it has ap- 
pointed a subcommittee to attempt a defini- 
tion of some basic words. The members will 
try to find a common meaning. In five differ- 
ent languages, of such things as control. In- 
spection, supervision, management, account- 
ing and licensing. 

That's fine as far as It goes, but we doubt 
that it goes far enough. Also urgeptly needed 
are common definitions of even more basic 
words that will serve for all International 
dbcusslona. in and out of the United Nations. 

Democracy, for Instance. Liberty, inde- 
pendence, and freedom are some others. What 
do they mean In Russia, Colombia, China, 
France, Qreece, everywhere? Is there a com- 
mon universal meaning for them, or only 
natlonillatic meanings In nationalistic lan- 
guages? 

The world had belter find out. For the 
seeds of war or peace lie in those definitions. 



MORE POWER TO HIM 
Through his Chesapeake U Ohio railroad 
Robert R, Young has Introduced several Im- 
provements In rail service which other lines 
have been forced to copy. The latest and cer- 
tainly not the least welcome of these Is the 
elimination of Ups to all C & o employes. 

Tipping la needless, wasteful, and embar- 
rassingly class-conscious. Neither party en- 
joys It. It simply lets an employer pass along 
to his customers an unfair added expense for 
employe service. And the harder the cmploy- 
, er soaks you. the more you tip his help. 
Tipping, once confined almost entirely to 
botels, restaurants, and trains, has ^spread to 
a doien or more other services. It's time it 
was stopped. But the custom is so Ingrained, 
•0 Impelled by snobbery or timidity, that 
the employers will have to be the ones to call 
fthalt.

Tliere are 
Jwai's pleply of "voting records" noatlng around at 
ilecUen timej. but they are not authoritative or com- 
plete and are often blued. The votes presented usually 
tend to show the congres.uiisn to great advantage or 
disadvantage. 
To be of value, such voUng records must be com- 
,eto, Thare should be simple explanation! ot each 
iuut voted on. and of the itgnlflcance ot the vole. 
Voles on amendments, postponement* and referral* 
to committee should be recorded. These are often 
Indicative ot true convictions thin a final vote. 
Many a politician has voted to cripple a measure or 
poitpont 11 to de.ith. only to turn (ace on the final 
roll call and fsvor the measure with a whoop and • 
holler. 

Congressmen should 
be for It It they are truly reprcMntlng their con- 
stituents and are not ashamed of their votes. Th« 
people should like; It would give them the real picture 
of how their representatives are voting on all Issues, 
Congress should give the proposal a trj'.— Cleveland 
Plain-Dealer.

This Is not the flr.il time ihol congress has debated 
aid for Oreece. In 1S33 Daniel Webster proposed 
sending an American commlulon to help the Oreaka 
In ihelr fight for Independence from the Turks, but 
the proposal was beaten In congress. 

The discussion, lit the opinion of James Res ton. 
writing: In the h'ew York Times, aho«-cd thai congress 
has dropped fnr below the IBIJ standard In eloquence 
and debating ability. Reslon made only one excepUon. 
the speech, of Setj, Claude Pepper ot rjorlda, which 
ha ca[le(t the most eloquent' ot those delivered on 
President Truman's proposal lo aid Oreece. 

It 1* only fair to any. however, thot eloquence alone 
does not moke a legislative body competent. Some- 
times It becomes merely a drag on getting neceuary 
work done. Nowadoys there Is so much work laW 
before coniress. *b many bills requiring study and 
sorting out and dlacardlnv. that mott oT the work 
Is done quietly In. committees, with only tht results 
brought twlore the whole body. 

But ts conaresslonal ability really less than In the 
days oC the FsihersT Such mth century senators a* 
Norrls, Borah. Olass, Root, Knox and Theodore B. 
Burton would have honored any coniress. Vet hli- 
torloru have generally thousht that the ablest senaU 
In OUT bUtory wa« that ot IIU-SI. which Indudcd 
ouch members as Websterr. Clay, Calhoun. Seward, 
Chase, Douglas. Cais, Jetleraon DavU and Benton. 
No aantence since then has had nine stars ot auch 
colossal magnitude.— Caldwell Ncwi-TWbune.

County Asenl J. P. Smith Monday 
vamed dairy (armcn that Ihcy may 
take the risk of loilne valuable an- 
imals by turalni cons from winter 
feed to lush posture in the next 
tew weeks. Ttie county Dgent .said 
that his olflce has already re- 
ceived several calls from franiers 
won U tin lo know how t 
bloated animals. 

Smith staled that Dr. Qlenn C. 
Holm. University of Idaho veterin- 
arian, particularly warns ngnlnst 
turalnB cows to posture In the 
momlnR tihen tliey have hod IltUe 
or nothlns to est during the night. 
PlUlne up on the soft gnuscs Is 
likely to result In bloatlns unless 
there Is cnoush rough material in 
the cow's stomoeh lo allow accumul- 
ating Bases to eunpc. 

A Bood fecdlnE of course, dry 
hay will generally allow the animals 
to feed safely on most pastures. It 
Is wise to sec that all cows get on 
even wnounl o( the hay before 
going out. Timid animals moy be 
driven away from feed racks and 
get amounts too small to protect 
them. 

At the some time Uie veterinarian 
cautions ogolnst turning the cows 
to Ircah posture on stormy or windy 
days. COR's eat rapidly on such days 
so that ihey can retuni to the 
bam to get out of the weather, Such 
feeding often leadi to bloating.
